The "froedom of tho city" has boon 
extended to Sir Lambtou Lorraine by 
resolution of tho ^^ommon ' Gounbil of 
Now York, who passed the following 
resolutions nnd ordered that an ill,ttmi- 
nated copy of thoiii bo presented tO'the 
gallant British sailor: 

"Whereas— Tho action of Sir Lamb- 
ton Lorraine at Santiago de Cuba, in 
November, 1873, when as Captain of 
Her Britannic Majesty 'h frigate Niobe, 
he interfered for tho protection of the 
survivors of tho Virginius, deserves 
the most honorable notice from tho 
authorities of this city. Hia conduct 
in this ftilair was tiio moro praise- 
worthy because he took on himself the 
responsibility of immediate and vigor- 
ous iiction, and it is gratifying to us to 
lionr that his conduct was so quickly 
followed by a woU-doserved promo- 
tion.

It has grown so true as to be a tru- 
ism that truth is stranger than fiction. 
Ajjcasehasjlatoly occurred in New York, 

to which reference has already been 
made iu these columns, which would 
seem snlliciontly improbable to have 
emanated from the brain of the wildest 
dime noveliest. Tho Chevalier de 
Bracrnicki an Italian refugee, known in 
New York under the assumed' name of 
Uling, undertook to defraud a life as- 
surance company by procuring a 
policy ni)on tho lifo of one Louisa 
Germs, who was shortly afterwards 
reported to have died in the house of 
Uling, and" > been' boned. The con- 
tents of the coffin, however, were no- 
thing but bricks, and the Chevalier 
was arrested for his attempted fraud. 
And now tho romantic interest is in- 
creased by the arrest and confession 
of a girl Germs. It has been thought 
that there was pn actual corpse in 
Uliug's house, which tho undertaker 
had placed in the cofiln, but which 
Uling had subsequently removed. 
Louisa Crerms, however, confesses that 
she was the supposed side woiniin who 
was represented to have died in UUng'a 
house; that when the undertaker oanie 
she was dressed in grave-clothes, with 
her face painted white; but that her 
courage failing her before she was 
actually laid in tho coffin, she 
rose up, to tho great astonishment of 
the undertaker, and declined to be 
buried. The, latter, however, agreed 
to accept $250 'to keep the matter se- 
cret, and assisted in filling the coffin 
with br'>ks. The most extraordinary 
affair is that Louisa believed that 
Uling would marry Imr as soon as he 
could succeed in dofinuding tho in- 
surance company. That he already 
had a wife liWng with him seems to 
have been regarded as no obstacle 
whatever to his second marriage, and 
Louisa asserts that tlio rife had given 
her full consent to sharing lior hus- 
band with tho girl that was evidently 
the dupe of them both.

CONSTITUTION OP TUB SENATE. 

Dr. Mills gave notice of a series of re- 
•olutiona for an address to the Queen 
prayii)|;f,forjoertain alterations in the con- 
atitution of the Senate, amongst which 
the followingare tho most prominent: — 
The Senate to consist of Senators ap- 
pointed for lifs by the Crown before, »U(1 
siioh as may from time to timo be elected 
by the Legislative Assemblies of the vari- 
ous Provinces; Ontario and Quebec elect- 
ing Vtrel^e' r'espeotiyely.

no membor of a Provincial Legislature 
shall bo eligible; a .Senator shall not va- 
cate his seat by accepting tho office of 
Minister of the Crown; a general election 
of the House of Commons shall make a 
now Parliament; ten Senators shall oon- 
stitutip ft qupramji ^ 1'^ 

An Icelandic Jubilee.— It is antici- 
pated, says tho London 'Academy,' 
that there will bo great excitement iu 
Iceland this summer commemorating 
the thousandeth year jubilee of the 
colonization of tho island. In-j stric t 
conformity to history, the year 1873 
would have seemed the moro correct 
period for such a cclobration, since 
it was 873 that the first settlers, lugolf 
and Lojf, after a search of three years, 
found the sacred seat-posts (setstokker) 
which they had brought with them 
from Norway, nnd thrown into the 
sea, when they first approached the 
shores of the island in 870. These 
venerated objects, after having been 
loft to drift along witii tho waves and 
currents under the guidance of their 
tutelar deities, as was traced by Iii- 
golf and Lejf to the fjored, subsequent- 
ly known as Koykjavickfjord, wiicie 
tliov foundod tho settlements which 
gave origin to the town of tho same 
name. ' • 

Tnn Deepest Wki.i, in the WoRi,r), — 
At about twenty iiiiloa from Berlin is 
situated the village of Sperenbuiy.uot 
cd for the deepest well that has ever 
been sunk. Owing to tho presence of 
gypsum in tho locality, which is at a 
short dibtance frorn the capital, it oc 
currod to tho govornment authorities 
in charge of thu mines to obtniii a sup- 
ply of rock salt. With this end in 
view tho sinking of a shaft or well six- 
teen inches iu diameter was commen- 
ced some five years ago, and at a depth 
of 280 feet tho salt was readied. The 
boring was continued to tho further 
depth of 9()0 feet, tho diameter of the 
bore being rodiicod to about thirteen 
inchefl. Tlio oporntions wore subsG- 
quently prosecutod by Ihu aid of steam, 
until a depth of 4,104 feet was attain- 
ed. At this point the boring was dis. 
continued, the borer being still iu the 
salt depohit, which thus exhibits the 
enormous thickness of 3,907 feet.

Colonel Taylor,, the patronage secreta- 
rv that is to beror. "whip," of Mr. Disra- 
eli's ftdminiatration,;fills an office quite 
unknown in our government, but one, of 
mnch responBibility andlj[^).fiar... He js a 
tall, broad-shouldered, handsome' Irish- 
man, with a soldier-like mousfacho, which 
emphasizes iii.stead of liiding his irresist- 
ible smile and bright, commnnicativo, un- 
derstanding oyo. - The colonel is not a 
fluent man; ho does not talk much. Ho 
is a groat conversationalist, but without 
using many words. Ho has afrank, fam- 
iliar, off-baud manner, and an expression 
of kindly interest and protection, as of a 
father, or perhaps rather a big brother. 
This is very taking. It would be an in- 
sult to human nature to suspect guilt in 
such opoiinoiiH and candor, or to look for 
the wily "whip" under cover of tho good 
follow. It was Colonel Taylor who got 
up tho cavo which was so fatal' to Mr. 
Gladstone a few years since. Ho mado it 
so snug and inviting, and said huoIi sweet 
tilings at tho door.tliat it suemod only na- 
tural for Lib;-r.il.s to drop in; it was not 
hko going over to the Conservatives; it 
was only having a chat with Colonel 
Toylor. It is satisfactory to find that the 
Homo Eulers aire not fo be a niiajority even 
among Irish members; but tho Colonel 
would probaljly lie more than a match 
for tlicni oven if tlioy wore more nuiaoi-- 
ous, Ila will be juiit the man, too, for 
tho moderate Liberals, whom Mv. Glad- 
stone has alarmed; ho will convince them 
that fidelity to their principles requires 
that they would take care to give at least 
a tacit support to n CoiiBervalive govern- 
ment. The world knows not its greatest 
men; and there are many who fancy that 
tho House of Commons is, sw.iyed by gush- 
OS of eloquoiice, and who fail to catch tho 
small-talk in the back ground, which real- 
ly governs divisions, but is never receiv- 
ed.

At last, they en- 
tered the cottage of an old woman, 
and sho was to' ; be' .^liice her neigh- 
hours ; but the'elder who was not so 
"blato" as the minister, asked her 
"for ony sake" to give them some- 
thing to eat. Tho woman put some 
bannocks and a "print" of butler on 
the table, and they began with a will. 
Theministor took the butter off one 
side of the plate, and the elder took it 
off the other, wliich tho old woman 
seeing, she asked them to take it off" 
one sido of the plate, so as to leave it 
respectable for the next comer. Tho 
elder remarked that they weio very 
hungr/i and he hardly -*thbuRht they 
woujdrleavemuch; and he was right 
for they made a clean sweep of ban- 
nocks and b^utter. ' Ne.vl ^Jiinday, the 
minister lectured on Our Saviour feed- 
ing the multitudes of the loaves and 
fishes. In the course of his remarks, 
be siud the most wonderful part of the 
miracle" was the amount of the frixg- 
incuts that remained. The old wo- 
man — who was present, and paying 
great attention — inuncdiately made 
uiHwcr, loud enough to ho heard over 
the church — "Guid faith, iny man, if 
you had been' there with your hungry 
elder, I'm thint'iriMhefe 'wadna nao 
been sae mucklo left."
